If Abraham Lincoln could visit today the 
city in Nebraska which bears his name, he 
would have a hard time finding the “ govern­ 
ment of the people, by the people, for the 
people” of which he spoke at Gettysburg 
Nov. 19, 1863, VVe have come a long way 
since that day of eloquence and Mr. Lincoln 
would find a great deal to give him pride 
today, but his hair would stand on end at 
some of the things he would sec 
In far too many resi>ects, he would find a 
government of officials, by officials and for 
officials. Such govern­ 
ment has always been 
opposed and fought by 
this newspaper and the 
current activities of the 
City Council and City J ’lanning Commission 
in regard to Lincoln’s interstate .spur are 
no exception. Once again, city ofticials have 
taken it upon themselves to decide in this 
matter what is good for the people of Lincoln 
to know and what the people of Lincoln 
are capable and incapable of understanding. 
Despite past defeats of their efforts be­ 
cause of this very thing, the city persists 
in following a pattern which leads to con­ 
fusion, misunderstanding and destruction of 
confidence. That is exactly what is now hap­ 
pening on the interstate spur situation and 
the city, unfortunately, will wake up some 
morning and find it has embittered a great 
many people against Its plans. 
Whether these plans are good or bad will 
make no diffeience as the prejudices will 
already have been e.slablished and the fact.s 
will not change them. Already, the city 
has defeated itself on a number of impor­ 
tant projects w’ith this kind of senseless ap­ 
proach and has gone to the brink of defeat 
on its wheel tax for much the same thing. 
★ 
Ifarland Bartholomew' & Associates of St. 
Louis, Mo., was hired to prepare for Lin­ 
coln a study and plan for Lincoln’s Inter­ 
state spur. This was done at a cost of a little 
more than .$7,(MMt and the Bartholomew’ re­ 
port and reeommendalions are now in the 
hands of a host of officials of the city. 
But while the taxpayers are approved as 
a means of paying for this report, they are 
not given credit lor having enough intelli­ 
gence to comprehend the report. They are 
not given any insight into the report or ac­ 
cess to the facts lor which they paid. The 
people’s right to know the contents of thi.s 
report was abolished with the Planning 
Commission .stand that the document was 
“ off the record“ —a .secret report. 
In this matter. Mayor Bennett Martin re- 


fused when requested to Intervene for the 
protection of the rights involved. He had 
access to the report himself but refused to 
release it for public discussion. 
However, contents of the rejwrt were ob­ 
tained and published due to the initiative of 
the Star City Hall reporter, Virgil Falloon. 
Certain aspects of the report, its recom­ 
mended spur plan, had leaked out in other 
way.s.

If was known that the recommended inter­ 
state link would generally f o l l o w 7th 
through the central part of Lincoln, What 
then, does this mean?

All of lhi.s could be avoided by 
the city merely pre.senting the report to 
the public, along with explanations by offi­ 
cials on important details, the exact status 
of plans, etc. 
The city, however, has not yet recognized 
these facts and still persists m withholding 
information which it has no right to with­ 
hold. The issue here is fundamental, not 
because of any desire of news media to get 
a story, but because the jniblic has a right 
to know what il.s government is doing and 
cannpt arrive at ju.st and fair conclusions 
if this right is denied.

Farlier in the week the stateluMid hill ran 
into stumbling blocks and for a time it 
apjH’ared headed for defeat otue again. 
Now it goes to the .Senate for its critical 
test and the Senate is said to be a little 
more hard to sell than the Hou.se. 
Significantly the Hawaiian statehood bill 
will soon follow the Alaska bill. Success for 
the latter will have a tonic effect on its 
chances. Defeat for Alaska in the Senate 
could well spell rum to the hopes of iKiih 
territories. 
Fllimatelv without que.stioii both terri­ 
tories will become states. It is difficult lor 


most of the jniblic to understand the long 
standing reluctance of the Congress to face 
up to inevitabilities. Both territories are 
strongly for statehood, have made every 
conceivable effort to (pialify and stand to­ 
day 111 far better piisition to carry out the 
responsibilities of statehood than did vir­ 
tually every mainland territory in its time. 


The effect of accepting both territories 
will have had a profound effect interna­ 
tionally, dispelling any idea that the United 
Slates IS a closed corporation and proving 
also that the American doctrine of equality 
and fair play applies elsewhere than at 
home. This would be especially so in the 
case of Hawaiian statehood.

tained while in Paris and 
since then by trans-Atlantic 
telephone, it appears that 
the United States has two 
serious problems to worry 
about in strife-torn France. 
They are: 
1. De Gaulle will probably 
lean toward Russia, may be­ 
come the “ Nasser of th e 
West” and play the United 
States off against the Soviet. 
2. If De Gaulle is n o t 
lough enough or anti-Ameri­ 
can enough, he may be re­ 
placed by the group of mili­ 
tary men who are the real 
power in France and who 
are using him as a front.

Tlieii suddenly President 


Fisenhower stepped in and 
stopped the French army on 
the verge of its comeback. 
This is something General 
.Massu has not forgotten and 
will not forget. lie is not 
anti-American, but neither is 
he pro-American. He is def­ 
initely anti-Eisenhower. 
Other French army lead­ 
ers in many cases are anti- 
American. You have to re­ 
member that the U n i t e d 
Slates clashed seriously with 
French forces during t h e 
landing in North Africa. One 
unit of the French foreign 
legion was caught in a ra­ 
vine near Oran and com­ 
pletely wiped out by Ameri­ 
can forces. Again, the French 
wiped out around 900 Ameri­ 
can troops aboard two ships 
when they tried to land at 
Oran. 
The troops were aboard 
two British ve.ssels, though 
flying the American flag in 
the belief that the French 
would not fire on .Americans. 
An American landing force 
of about 1,000 were below 
decks, the hatches fastened. 
The ships broke through 
(he boom guarding the har­ 
bor of Oran. Then French 
shore batteries opened fire. 
The ships sank. Alost of the

drowned.

However, w’hen he went before the Council 
for discussion of the plan, he said practical­ 
ly nothing. Apparently his only words were 
to the effect that the plan is workable.

Such jests receive wide cir­ 
culation and, like taxi driv­ 
ers, are a generally accepted 
barometer of the p u b l i c 
mood.

Sewer Service 


Lincoln, Neb. 
To the editor of The Lin­ 
coln Star: Too few citizens 
understand 
and 
appreciate 
(1) that a new regime in the 
history 
and 
administration 
of sewer service and sewage 
dispo.sal 
in 
Lincoln began 
with this current fiscal year 
last September, or (2) the 
weighty reasons for adopting 
the 
sewer 
service 
fee 
in 
place of the property tax 
levy as a source of neces­ 
sary revenue. 
Since about 1920, control of 
this vital public service had 
been divided between the city 
and the sanitary district, with 
some consequent duplication 
and loss of efficiency and 
economy. All costs were met 
by tax levies on property re­ 
gardless of the amount, if 
any, 
of 
service 
received. 
Moreover, all tax-exempt in­ 
stitutions such as the Post 
Office, Slate Capitol, Univer­ 
sity. 
Penitentiary, 
mental 
hospital, County Court House 
and jail. Union College, Wes­ 
leyan University, public and 
p a r o c h i a l 
schools, 
all 
churches and parsonages, the 
YWCA and YMCA, the var­ 
ious lodges, and others not 
listed were receiving sewer 
service absolutely free. 
Two acts w e r e 
secured 
from the 
1957 
l/Cgislature 
that opened the way for the 
new sewer service regime 
that was marked by three 
notable developments. First, 
taking advantage of one of 
the acts, the city acquired 
from the sanitary district the 
ownership and sole control of 
all its sanitary sewers and 
the sew'age disposal plant. 
Second, as authorized by the 
other act, the city provided 
for the issue of $2.5 million 
of revenue bonds for the con­ 
struction of trunk sanitary 
scvve’'s made necessary by 
the r e c e n t unprecedented 
growth of the city. Third, the 
property tax levies by the 
city and district for sewer 
service and sewage disposal 
were dropjied and the sew'er 
fee set up to replace them 
and to service the revenue 
bonds that must be paid off 
out of fee receipts. There are 
three compelling reasons for 
this action: (1) The sewer 
fee rather than a general 
property 
lax 
levy 
is 
the 
more approved, up-to-date, 
and fair method of payment. 
O n l y the properties served 
are reiiuired to pay, and only 
for the amount of service re­ 
ceived. ¡2) The city could not 
issue the revenue bonds for 
sewer construction unless it 
adopted the sewer fee to 
service them. (3) Only by re­ 
sorting to the sower fee could 
the 
many tax-free institu­ 
tions in Lincoln be required 
to pay for the $55.000 or more 
of sewer service they had 
been getting tree'’of charge 
yearly at the e.xpense ot city 
taxpayers. 


This new regime in sani­ 
tary sewer administration is 
a notable achievement and 
step in advance, for which 
the city government deserves 
high praise.

Widow Pensions 
Lincoln, Neb. 
To the editor of The Lin­ 
coln Star: One of the most 
outstanding events affecting 
widows in every state in the 
Union has been somewhat 
neglected by the 
national 
press associations. It is the 
climax of a six-year strug­ 
gle in Congress to increase 
the government pension paid 
widows of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. H. R. .3.58 signed 
last week by I ’resident E i­ 
senhower 
was 
a 
m u c h 
amended 
bill 
which 
had 
passed 
the 
House 
unani­ 
mously on May 6, 1957, grant­ 
ing only Spanish-American 
widows a fiat $75 monthly 
pension. This amended H, R. 
358 included not only Span- 
ish-.American 
widows, 
but 
widows of the Indian Wars, 
Mexican War, Civil War, and 
the widows of Confederate 
veterans and the two surviv­ 
ing 
Confederate 
veterans, 
now 112 and 114 years old, 
respectively. 
This 
is 
the 
progress story of the legisla­ 
tion. Rep. O’Hara, a veteran, 
introduced H. R. 358 which 
was passed without a dis­ 
senting vote. This bill was 
referred to the Senate F i­ 
nance Committee of which 
Sen. Harry P. Byrd (D-Va) 
was chairman. The first ses­ 
sion of the 85th Congress 
closed without any Senate ac­ 
tion. 
In the second session of 
the 85th Congress in March, 
Sen. Byrd’s committee re­ 
ported out an am.ended bill 
as follows: (D to include not 
only S-.A widows but widows 
of Civil, Indian, and Mexi­ 
can Wars: (2) to allow $75 
monthly to all widows who 


married the veteran prior to 
or during ihe war and $65 
to all widows married after 
the war. However, when the 
bill was considered on the 
Senate floor, Sen. R. B. Land 
(D-La) moved to include all 
widows of the Confederate 
veterans. It was adopted. 
When the 
amended 
bill 
came before the Conference 
Committee, the House mem­ 
bers proposed to include the 
two 
surviving 
Confederate 
soldiers. The conference re­ 
port was adopted by both 
houses and sent to the Presi­ 
dent who signed the bill to 
become 
effective 
July 
1, 
1958. 
The widows affected by 
this bill number as follows: 
84,.300 Spanish-American War 
widows married after the 
war; 4,000 S-A widows mar­ 
ried prior to or during the 
war; 4,000 widows of Union 
v'eterans; 
1,000 widows of 
Indian War and 7 Mexican 
War widows; 1,000 widows 
of 
Confederate 
veterans - 
making a total of 90,307 wi­ 
dows affected by H. R. 338. 
The final aim of the Span- 
ish-.American War to wipe 
out sectional difference ha.s 
at last been recognized.

With the Western Lea g ue sea.son a little more than a 
month old, it’s time to check up on a ttenda nce fig ures. 
The dope sheet is running true to form in most re­ 
spects. 
There ha ve been numerous (and costly) postponements 
and, a s usual, the ea stern tea m s have born the brunt of the 
ea rly sea son cold wea ther. 
'Fhe Western just doesn’t pack ’em in during April, 
but the clubs ha ve to start ea rly becau.se the major lea g ue 
clubs ha ve to ha ve a pla ce for their pla yers. 
Albuquerque and Ama rillo—the spots which usually 
ha ve the best ea rly wea ther—are the ea rly sea son pa ce­ 
setters at the g a te. Albuquerque, which drew 21,498 in 18 
tries through May 27, had only 1 postponement, while 
Amarillo (14,656 in 16 sta rts) and 2. 
Lincoln, the No. 3 draw with 13,.503 in 16 g a tes, wa s the 
only tea m which didn’t ha ve a home postponement. 
These three tea m s a re ca rrying the highest 
home 
a vera g es, too. 
There’s no crying from these points. The Chiefs, which 
drew just over 100,(XX) last sea son, a re a hea d of tiie 19.57 
pa ce even though the fans ha ven’t sta rted sw'arming to 
Sherma n Field yet. 
Big g est disappointment in the first month wa s I)es 
Moines—the lea g ue’s oldest m ember and largest city— 
which drew only 5,426 (542 a vera g e) in 10 da tes. The i)e- 
moiis had 4 wa shouts which hurt the ca use, but the main 
reason for Des .Moines’ poor showing wa s its seventh-pla ce 
tea m. 
Topeka, which had a misera ble tea m to open the yea r, 
is far behind la st yea r’s pa ce, a vera g ing only 603 in 14 
da tes. But the Ha wks ha ve spiked up their forces and the 
presence of such Topeka heroes as A1 Weygandt and 
Da ryl Robertson no doubt will prove a box office tonic. 
In the rain-out depa rtment, Bueblo wa s hardest hit, 
losing 5 da tes. Both Des Moines and Colorado Springs had 
4 postponements. 
Sioux City, which ha s been rained out 6 lim es on the 
road, is the home-road lea der with 8 postponements. Des 
Moines and Ama rillo reg istered a total of 6 each. 
Four clubs—Colorado Springs, IHieblo, Sioux City and 
Des Moines—ha ve po:?ted the bulk of their a ttenda nce on 
the road. 


J udg ing from the first month, the Western g a te future 
looks promising. Severa l clubs are a hea d of last yea r a l­ 
rea dy and it looks like the WL will ha ve a fine race a g a in 
this sea son. 
Given any kind of break from the wea therma n, and a 
hot pennant battle, the Western should ha ve a good yea r.
